TREATMENT OF THE HANDS,

Oow Red, Mongh Wands May Be Rendered
White, Supple and Soft,

Tho best known treatment will avail
bat little unless the dissatisfied owner
of a pair of ngly hands is determined
to persist in whatever set of romedies
sho may decide upon. Tenderly cod-
dling the hands today and tomorrow

abusing them is going to bring severe
| disnppointment to the womnn who is
| making a half hearted effort to gecure u

pair of protty hands.

The very first move yon mako shonld
be in tho diroetion of your soap dish,
Buy old white castile soap of a trost-
worthy firm, If old and pure, it will
be vory dry and light in weight. Avoid
as much ns possible keoping the hands

[ in either very cold or very hot water,
The very best plan is to give the hands
o thorongh cleansing in warm water
pleasant to the touch, wsing almond
medfl or bran. Tio up cither ane of these
in a little cheesecloth bag and, see how
| nicely it will tuke the placo of soap as
an occasionnl substitnte,

Before yonr hands are dry pour into
the palns some softeuing lotion.  Gold-
| en Days suggests the fdllowing: It is
made of one-third glyeerin, two-thirds
rosowater and a sprinkle of powdered
| borax. This mnst bo rubbed into the
[ hunds thoroughly, and when they have
| been dried on o soft towel and dusted
| with some delicate rice powder or the
dry bran yon should sece that they do
not got another serub for many hours.

All rough work und work that exposes
the hands to dust and grime must be
done with the hands gloved. There are
rubber gloves made for this purpose,
and with thesé gloves o lady may be-
como her own charwoman withont hurt-
ing her hands.

Never use anything but soft water,
If water is bard, it must be softened by
dropping in it a fow grains of borax, a
little ammonis or & small quantity of
soda.  All these things are drying, and
nfter nsing any one of them the hands
should be ancinted with an anguent of
some kind, Almond ofl is good.

Excessive redness 18 sometimes cansed
by n squeezing process, resulting from
tight articles of wearing apparel. The
mugly drawn corset or the glove that is
8 half size too small will cause o deal
of mischief. Circulation should be frec
